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Gates pushing for fair gas prices across province 


Oil prices have hit a 
10-year low, but Wayne 
Gates doesn’t think the resi¬ 
dents of his riding are seeing 
that drop fairly reflected at 
the gas pumps. 

Gates, MPP for the Niagara 
Falls riding, which includes 
Niagara-on-the-Lake and 
Fort Erie, and the NDP trans¬ 
portation critic, is calling on 
the Liberal government to 
to monitor the price of gas 
across Ontario to reduce 
price volatility and correct 
unfair regional price differ- 

Oil recently dropped to $30 
a barrel, but in many areas gas 
hovered around $1 a litre, he 

He also questions the dis¬ 
parity between prices in dif¬ 
ferent comers of his riding - 
the same day St. Catharines 
drivers were seeing 79 cents a 
litre at the pumps, it was 94.6 
cents in NOTL, 95.9 cents in 
Fort Erie, and 97.9 in Ridge¬ 
way, he said. 

It’s even lower in Toronto, 
he added. 

“Why don’t residents of the 
Niagara Falls riding see that 
benefit? I’m sure the people in 
my riding would be happy to 

Currently five Canadian 
provinces have regulations 
on gasoline sales, with 
prices tied to the price of a 
barrel of oil. 

Gates says we’ve all been 
warned the price of food will 
rise this winter due to the Amer¬ 
ican dollar, "and If the price of 
oil goes down, that puts more 
money in people's pockets to 
offset the cost of food over the 
winter months,” he said. 

“Instead of seeing savings as 
the price of oil goes down, Nia¬ 
gara families are paying more 



for gas and are seeing their bills 
go up while the Liberal govern¬ 
ment does nothing.” 


prices across North America. 

As an MP between 1993 
and 2011, McTeague said he 
thought regulation was the 
way to go. 

But after spending years 
breaking down certain fig¬ 


ures, he said it's important to 
consider the “last few inde¬ 
pendents you have left who 
are holding the major (com¬ 
panies) to account.” 

McTeague said the wholesale 
price of gas is 50.5 cents a litre. 

But when provincial and 
federal taxes are included, that 
jumps to about 85 cents. 

“That’s thecostforagas sta¬ 
tion to acquire the gasoline 
and put it in the tanks, before 
considering the cost of selling 
it to you,” said McTeague, who 
is also the founder of tomor- 
rowsgaspricetoday.com. 

“You cannot operate at 85 
cents or less.” 

He said from there, sta¬ 
tions have to charge so much 
on every litre of gas to cover 
the cost of running a busi¬ 
ness, which could bring the 
price for customers to about 
93 cents a litre. 

According to www.ontari- 
ogasprices.com/ Thursday 
afternoon, when Gates was 
comparing prices, the average 
price for a litre of gas across 


Ontario Thursday was 92.5 
cents — 93.3 across Canada. 

McTeague said Niagara 
residents shouldn’t look at 
the “mg of war” taking place 
between stations on Ontario 
Street in St. Catharines as an 
indication of what gas prices 
should be. 

“That’s just Pioneer and 
Esso duking it out. It’s a 
mirage. It’s not reflective of the 
actual prices.” 

But Gates says he will 
continue to push the gov¬ 
ernment to step up to pro¬ 
tect families and seniors in 
Niagara from price goug¬ 
ing at the pump and a dis¬ 
parity in regional gas prices 
to ensure they are treated 
fairly, Gates said. 

“I hope to have that 
debate with my colleagues 
at Queen’s Park. If there’s an 
opportunity to save families 
and seniors money, it should 
be happening."

First past the post 
promotes diversity 


\/\l hen Canada became a 
* w country, we inherited a 
constitution “similar in principle" 
to that of Great Britain. That gave 
us parliamentary democracy and 


gave us our first-past-the-post 
electoral system. 

For nearly 150 years, Canadians 
have shuffled to the polls, and for 
nearly 150 years they’ve elected 
governments that have done a 
pretty good job at governing. But 
lurking in the background is the 
idea that this system somehow 
isn’t quite good enough, isn’t 
progressive or fair. 

Proponents of reform worry that 
not every vote counts and that 
Parliament doesn’t accurately reflect 
what Canadians want or who they 
are. At the extreme, some groups 
contend Canada under first past the 
post is simply not a democracy. 

It’s true, first past the post can 
lead to some odd results. When 
there are more than two parties, 
a party can form a majority 
government with less than 50 
percent of the vote. Sometimes the 
results are seriously skewed, as 
when the Progressive Conservatives 
were reduced to two seats in 1993, 
despite winning 16 percent of the 
popular vote. 


Here’s what elections are for: 

They exist to throw the old gang 
out and bring in a new gang. For 
the process of flushing out and 
renewing the elite political class in 
this country, first past the post does 
a pretty good job. 

What proponents of electoral 
reform see as flaws in first past the 
post are actually the traits that make 
it good. What produces the satisfying 
seat swapping when one party’s time 
to govern has come also produces 
governments that appear to have 
inflated mandates. That’s not a bug 
in the system, it's a feature. 

Canada is a diverse country, 
geographically, ethnically, 
politically. One of the virtues of first 
past the post is it allows a stable 
government to be formed by a 
substantial and coherent plurality 
of voters. 

Under first past the post, our 
governments are elected with 
wide — if perhaps not always deep 
— mandates to govern as they see 
fit. This allows us to get things 
done, while providing clean lines of 
accountability. 

Which means if we don’t like it, 
we can always toss them in four

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New craft brewery opening on Queen Street

From the Queen Street side¬ 
walk, it seems a tiny space for a 
brewery. 

But inside, the space has been 


designed to feel airy, bright, and 
make the most of every square 
inch. 

The Exchange Brewery, in 
the works for more than two 
years, will open on Queen Street 
in Niagara-on-the-Lake this 


week just in time to join in with 
icewine festivities. 

So what would be more nat¬ 
ural than offering a signature 

cocktail that combines a robust 
porter with a dash of cabernet 



franc icewine - it’s quite deli¬ 
cious, says owner Robin Ridesic, 
with just a touch of sweetness to 
the brew. 

The brewery is in a heritage 
building, built in the 1880s, and 
was once the site of Niagara’s 
first telephone exchange - hence 
the name. 

The original part of the build¬ 
ing was restored, an addition 
built on the back and a base¬ 
ment dug, taking the space from 
1,400 square feet to about 3,500 
square feet. 

Although there were many 

delayed the intended open¬ 
ing, including rezoning, herit¬ 
age considerations, five vari¬ 
ances and archaeological test 
digs, says Ridesic, “everything 
has come together beautifully. 
We've had some challenges, but 
we overcame them. We had to 
go through a lot of steps, but the 
town has been supportive and 
helpful throughout.” 

The storefront itself is small, 
but with the addition and the 
basement, there’s a tasting room 
and artisanal beer store, with 30 
different beers expected in the 
first year, six for the opening. 

“We're specializing in niche 
styles of beer - like sour beer, 
barrel-aged beer and hoppy IPAs 
(India Pale Ales],” said Ridesic. 
“We’re doing a lot of experi¬ 
menting with local fruits, fruit

Foot care is important for all of us, but 
especially for diabetics, was the central 
message at the recent InfoHealth lecture 
at Niagara-on-the-Lake Public Library. 

The presentation was given by Dr Aar- 
ica Arora, a family medicine resident 
with McMaster University, working at the 
Mapleview Clinic in Port Colbome and at 
various hospitals in the Niagara Region. 

Arora began by identifying that “wear 
and tear on our feet causes many prob¬ 
lems such as warts, corns, bunions, fun¬ 
gal toes, plantar fasciitis.” She gave brief 
descriptions of each problem, followed 
by steps to prevention and treatments. 

“Warts are a virus spread by contact, 
usually in wet environments, so avoid 
going barefoot. Warts usually go away 
in a year or two, but for faster treatment 
there are over the counter products 
usually containing salicylic acid.” 

Calluses and corns are caused by fric¬ 
tion points, usually by ill-fitting shoes, 
she said. 

“Fungal toe is evident by thicken¬ 
ing of the nail which turns a yellow¬ 
ish-white, or if it lodges between the 
toes it’s called 'athlete’s foot.’ Fungal toe 


is difficult to treat, and the cure rate is 
quite low. It’s best to give attention to 
preventative measures like using only 
clean pedicure equipment, keeping feet 
clean and dry, and avoid going barefoot 
in public showers or pools.” 

Ingrown toe nails are painful, and are 
best prevented by cutting nails properly, 
she said. As to treatment of ingrown toe 
nails, soaking them in warm soapywater, 
10 to 20 minutes, with adding antibiotic 
or steroid ointment, will help. 

“Some people find relief by sliding 
wet cotton or floss under the nail sev¬ 
eral times a day for a few days to help 
lift the nail,” she said. 

“Plantar fascia is a thick fibrous band in 
the sole of the foot, which can cause pain 
in the heel. There are a number of treat¬ 
ments, including using stretching and 
strengthening exercises. It’s best to consult 
your doctor for the proper treatment” 

A bunion is a painful, bony bump 
that can lead to bursitis and hammer 
toes. Padding to prevent friction, ice to 
reduce inflammation, and stretching for 
mobility are common treatments, she 
said. Other options can be suggested by 
your doctor.

Arora indicated that common for 
healthy foot care is to wear a good pair 
of comfortable shoes that fit prop¬ 
erly. Footwear needs to allow feet to 
remain dry, which can be enhanced 
by changing socks daily. These meas¬ 
ures need to be accompanied by 
washing and checking one’s feet reg¬ 
ularly to further prevent issues from 
developing into problems. 

Responding to questions about dia¬ 
betes and foot care was Dr. Rosen¬ 
berg, a St. Catharines-based diabetic 
foot care specialist, and co-ordinator 
of faculty development at the McMas- 
ter University Michael G. DeGroote 
School of Medicine. 

Dr. Rosenberg said, “The chal¬ 
lenge of diabetes is nerve damage in 
the feet, for which there is no treat¬ 


ment. Damage to the nerves results in 
loss of feeling, consequently various 
kinds of foot damage occurs, ulcers 
being most common. Left unchecked 
foot ulcers result in infection, and for 
some it leads to amputation. Given 
what I’ve learned about foot care of 
diabetics, there has to be more to dia¬ 
betes than blood sugar. It is critical for 
diabetics to have their feet checked 
regularly.” 

InfoHealth lectures are hosted at the 
NOTL library the second Wednesday 
of each month. The next InfoHealth 
lecture is on Quality in Care, at 1 p.m. 
Wednesday, Feb. 10. 

The InfoHealth presentation can be 
seen on Cogeco TV, Fridays at 6 p.m. 
and Saturdays at 11 a.m. Each lecture 
is re-broadcast for four weeks follow¬ 
ing each talk, and then available for six

Burroughs has beefs 
with cancelled meetings 


Gary Burroughs believes 
cancellation of Niagara 
Region council and 
committee meetings should 
be few and far between. 

The Niagara-on-the-Lake 
councillor raised concerns 
Thursday that elected 
officials may not be meeting 
enough to adequately run the 
billion-dollar operation. 

“I'm not keen on cancelling 
meetings. We meet rarely as 
it is,” he said, after raising 
the issue over cancellation of 
the Jan. 6 corporate services 
meeting and Jan. 26 public 
works meeting. 

Niagara Falls Coun. Bart 
Maves, who chairs the public 
works committee, said 


cancellation of the latter 
meeting hadn't yet been 
confirmed, but was considered 
because there were no items 
for consideration on the 
agenda. Remaining items on 
the agenda were not time 
sensitive, he said. 

Staff was waiting on word 
from councillors on whether 
there were items they wished to 
immediately speak to before a 
decision was made, he added. 

Chief administrative officer 
Harry Schlange told Burroughs 
the concern, previously 
brought up in November, was 
being taken seriously, with 
discussions taking place among 
commissioners about how to 
lessen cancellations.
